Specification 

The title of the Invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Beddlngfleld et al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,710,071). 

In re claim 1, Beddlngfleld (fig. 5; column 7, lines 23-28) discloses a 
semiconductor device, comprising: a solid state device (30); a semiconductor chip (20) 
having a functional surface on which a functional element Is formed (column 1, lines 21- 
25), the semiconductor chip being bonded on a surface of the solid state device with the 
functional surface thereof facing the surface of the solid state device while maintaining a 
predetermined distance between the functional surface thereof and the surface of the 
solid state device; an insulating film (31) (column 5, lines 42-51) provided on the surface

of the solid state device facing the semiconductor chip, the insulating film having an 
opening (41 ) greater In size than the semiconductor chip when the surface of the solid 
state device facing the semiconductor chip Is vertically viewed down In plane (fig. 1 1 ); 
and a sealing layer (104) (fig. 12; column 1 1 , lines 64-65) that seals a space between 
the solid state device and the semiconductor chip. 

In re claim 2, Beddingfield discloses a semiconductor device according to Claim 
1 , wherein the sealing layer (104) Is provided In such a manner as to fill the opening 
(41) with the sealing layer (fig. 12).
